When the Bible uses a figure of 
speech investigation reveals that 
the analogy is_ strikingly true.

At first thought the figure 
seems an overstatement, but when 
we ponder the figure in detail, 
when we examine the illustration 
carefully, the remarkable accuracy 
of the analogy becomes evident 
and we are forced to say that the 
Bible knows whereof it speaks. 


He That Winneth Souls 


Is Wise :

“The fruit of the righteous is a tree of life; and he that 


winneth souls is wise.’ 

It is the wise person who takes 
the long look. How foolish it is 
to think only of today with its 
passing pleasure of profit! Esau 
is a classic example of the man 
who thought only of the pleasures 
of today, and he sold his birth- 
right for a mess of pottage. Aft- 
erwards he found no place of re- 
pentance, though he sought it 
carefully with tears. His oppor- 
tunity to be the head of a great 
race, the ancestor of Jesus Christ, 
the blessed of Jehovah, he threw 
away for a bowl of chili. And on 
that account, the Bible calls Esau 
that “profane person.” Whatever 
faults Jacob had, he did take the 
long look. 


Jacob was given spiritual wis- 
dom, and sacrificed, suffered and 
sweated to receive the promised 
blessing in the uncounted years 
ahead. The best estimate of these 
two, the folly of Esau and the 
wisdom of Jacob, is expressed in 
the words of the Lord: “Jacob 
have I loved, but Esau have I 
hated.” 


Abraham was wise; Lot was 
foolish. Abraham counted himself 
a sojourner and lived in tents all 
his days, as did Isaac. and Jacob, 
heirs with him of the same prom- 
ise, as Hebrews 11:13-16 tells us, 
“These all died in faith, not hav- 
ing received the promises, but 
having seen them afar off, and 
were persuaded of them, and em- 
braced them, and confessed that 
they were strangers and pilgrims 
on the earth. For they that say 
such things declare plainly that 
they seek a country. And truly, 
if they had been mindful of that 
country from whence they came 
out, they might have had oppor- 
tunity to have returned. But now 
they desire a better country, that 
is, an heavenly: wherefore God is 
not ashamed to be called their 
God: for he hath prepared for 
them a city.” 

That heavenly wisdom of Abra- 
ham, who by faith took the long 
look, will never be fully justified 
until the New Jerusalem comes 
down from God out of Heaven, 
and Abraham dwells in eternal 
happiness in the land of Palestine 
made new like the Garden of

Eden, in the presence of Christ 
and the Father with all the re- 
deemed, On the other hand, Lot, 
who was enamored by the riches 
of this world, moved into Sodom 
and there saw the ruin of his 
home, the death of his wife, and 
later was guilty of drunken shame 
with his own daughters. Lot 
sought the things of today, but 
Abraham looked to the morrow. 
Lot chose the things that are seen 
which are temporal, while Abra- 
ham chose the things that are 
unseen, which are eternal (II Cor. 
4:18). 


Every day I _ see Christians 
around about me who commit the 
folly of taking the short look and 
who live for today. Their thoughts 
and their efforts are centered on 
food, clothing, jobs, business, plea- 
sure of the body and of this world, 
which are enjoyed for a moment

How true of the figure used in 
this text, “Madness is in their 
heart while they live.” The un- 
saved man has insanity in his 
heart, God makes the striking as- 
sertion that every impenitent man 
is insane. 


Nor is this plain passage our 
only authority for that statement. 
Take the incomparable story of 
the prodigal son. He continued in 
his headstrong career of sin until 
“he came to himself.” What does 
Christ mean by that? He means 
that the prodigal in his willfulness 
was beside himself, and that his 
insanity ended and sanity began 
only when he turned toward fath- 
er and home, 


Mental insanity is a disorder of 
the intellect causing men to act 
irrationally. The Bible tells us 
there is an insanity of the heart 
as well as of the head, There is 
a disease of the soul affecting 
the will of a man, ciouding his 
intellect and causing irrational 
conduct. This explains the strik- 
ing contradiction existing before 
our eyes of men who are the san- 
est persons on earth regarding 
material things, but utterly ir- 
rational and insane on moral and 
spiritual issues. It can be proved 
that “hard-boiled” businessmen, 
able organizers, wise leaders, pru- 
dent administrators, clever writ- 
ers, far-seeing statesmen, men who 
are the sanest of the sane, are 
yet possessed of an attitude of 
heart that causes them to act in 
the realm of the spiritual as if 
they were hopelessly irrational, 
mentally unbalanced, actually in- 
sane. That is the remarkable diag- 
nosis the Bible makes of the moral 
and spiritual condition of every 
unsaved man, and if you think it 
an. overstatement then look with 
me at this figure which my text 
uses. 

There are certain characteristic 
marks of insanity, and as I men- 
tion some of them, note with me

It is a matter of common know- 
ledge that the insane often turn 
against those who love and serve 
them. They think their loved ones 
are plotting their destruction, A 
Christian lady, a member of my 
former church, told me that the 
hardest thing she had to bear in 
nursing her aged mother who was 
mentally affected, was that the 
deranged mother believed that the 
tood so lovingly prepared was poi- 
soned. And this’ while that 
daughter was lavishing a wealth 
of tenderness upon her. 

And is not that the attitude of- 
ten taken by the unsaved to- 
ward God and His people? The 
impenitent man thinks God is an 
omnipotent tyrant, seeking to rob 
him of the joys of life. The aver- 
age unbeliever hasn’t a thought of 
God that is worth a button! He 
treats God as an enemy. He will 
have no dealings with Him. He 
studiously avoids the subject of 
God, of Christ, of sin, of salva- 
tion. And yet this same God so 
loved and so loves that man that as 
God Incarnate He allowed man to 
impale Him on a dreadful cross 
to prove to that man the reality 


of His love for him, 
As for Christians, the lost sin- 
ner considers every Christian

God had 
to give some sort of a physical 
test by which they would demon- 
strate to themselves and prove ta 
Him that they were living in 
obedience and trust. 

There was an actual garden, 
we know. And there was fruit in 
that garden. How many kinds and 
varieties no man will ever be 
able to say—not from any earthly 
knowledge, at least. Adam and 
Eve lived on the produce, the 
fruit, of that marvelous garden. 
God said they could eat of every 
fruit in that garden except one 
specific tree that He designated 
as the testing point of obedience. 


Now, it doesn’t really matter 
whether it was an actual fruit or 
not. (I think it was! I see no other 
possible interpretation of the He- 
brew word in the text.) It was 
merely a point of testing—Will 
you follow God or will you follow 
Satan? If it was a real fruit, 
then the story is very clear and 
simple. If- it is allegorical, then 
the word fruit is a figure of 
speech, standing for something 
else, but the principle is still the 
same. 


God said, “Let this thing alone.”’ 

The devil said, “Go and take it.” 

They could obey God or they 
could follow the devil, They could 
line up with one or the other. 
“Choose ye this day whom ye 
will serve.” 


You know, my friend, that test 
comes to every one of us. Perhaps 
again and again in our lifetime we 
meet some kind of a test just like 
that. Adam and Eve chose wrong- 
ly and the whole sad story of sin 
began. Certainly the result of 
their disobedience is plain, and 
judgment came upon the world 
because of disobedience.

“Wives, submit yourselves unto your own husbands, as 
unto the Lord. For the husband is the head of the wife, even 
as Christ is the head of the church: and he is the saviour of 
the body. Therefore as the church is subject unto Christ, so 
let the wives be to their own husbands in every thing. Never- 
theless let every one of you in particular so love his wife 


even as himself; and the

“The aged women likewise, that they be in behaviour 
as becometh holiness, not false accusers, not given to much 
wine, teachers of good things; That they may ‘teach the 
young women to be sober, to love their husbands, to love 
their children, To be discreet, chaste, keepers at home, good, 
obedient to their own husbands, that the word of God be not 


blasphemed.”’—Titus 2:3-5. 


Love is the one word that sums 
up all the duties that we owe to 
all forms of being. As it includes 
all the duties which the husband 


owes the wife, so it includes all 
the duties which the wife owes 
the husband. 

There is a correlation of duties 
between husband and wife. Many 
of the duties are the same on both 
sides, and much of what I have 
said about the duties of husbands 
to love their wives affectionately, 
to be faithful to them, to comfort 
them in trouble, to confide in 
them, and to assist them in the 
moral and religious training of 
the family, applies also to the 
wife. And the proper adjustment 
of duties between the two brings 
about an equality, so _ that 
one is not eased and_ the 
other burdened, but each has 
his own proper burdens, while 
they also bear one another’s bur- 
dens. If I do not make plain this 
equality of duties the fault is not 
in my theory but in the imper- 
fect way in which I set it forth. 

Under the general duty of love 
the first’ particular duty that I 
mention is— 


1. To Have for Your Husband a 
Loving Reverence, or a Reveren- 
tial Love. 

The divine command is, “Let 
every one of you in particular so 
love his wife even as himself; 
and the wife see that she reverence 
her husband” (Eph. 5:13). 

"The husband is commanded to 
honor his wife as the weaker ves- 
sel (I Pet. 3:7), not that she is 
weaker in every respect, but in 
some respects, especially in physi- 
cal strength. Now, if it is the 
husband’s duty to love and honor 
the wife as the weaker vessel, 
then it is her corresponding duty 
to love and reverence him as the 
stronger, as her protector, as the 
head of the family. Woman, in 
physical stature, is of less height 
than man by several inches, and 
the resulting necessity of looking 
up to look into his face is sym- 
bolical of the looking up of her 
nature to his in respect to the 
rougher, sterner, aspects of life. 

No true woman wants a hus- 
band whom she cannot reverence, 
and to whom she cannot look up. 
And though this may involve obed- 
ience in some things, yet the com- 
mon sense of men and women ev- 
erywhere recognizes this as an 
order of nature, and hence the 
order ordained of God. It certain- 
ly is the teaching of God’s Word. 
Every woman, in accepting a hus- 
band, should be very careful not 
to accept one whose character is 
such that she cannot lovingly rev- 
erence him for what he is in him- 
self, as well as for the position 
which he will hold as her hus- 
band. 

The next duty of the wife that 
I mention is— 

2. To Obey Her Husband. 

Listen to the teachings of God’s 
Word on this point: 

“Wives, submit yourselves to 
your own husbands, as it is fit in 
(Col. 3:18), The next 
verse commands husbands to love 
their wives and be not bitter 
against them, “Teach the young 


Lord Jesus Christ. Please keep 
praying for us, and please keep 
putting us in contact with the 
right type young people who can 
be trained for Christian leader- 
ship, and please remember to in- 
vest some money in the work of 
the University. Thank you and God 
bless you.

Please remember, my sisters, 
that if you reject his authority in 
regard to the wife’s duty you 
must reject it also in regard to the 
husband’s duty. Remember, too, 
that through the influence of the 
religion that Paul preached, and 
for which he was_ beheaded, 
through the influence of these 
very precepts concerning the du- 
ties of husbands ahd wives to 
each other, women have been lift- 
ed up, and in many nations today 
are being lifted up, out of the 
degradation and slavery in which 
other religions leave her, and pu 
in a position where she is loved 
and honored, and made in many 
things the equal and in some the 
superior of her husband.

“He that winneth souls is wise,” 
says the Word of God, and we 
may put it down, then, on the 
authority of Holy Writ, that the 
best wisdom this world ever sees 
is not shown by the banker, not 
by the statesman, not by the edu- 
cator, not by the millionaire busi- 
nessman, but by the humble soul 
winner.

What weighty reasons there are 
for winning souls!

But when, after a few minutes’ pause, she began “My Ain 
Fireside,” Geordie gave a sigh of satisfaction. “Aye, that’s somethin’ 
like,” and when she finished the first verse he gave me a dig in 
the ribs with his elbow that took my breath away, saying in a 
whisper: “Mon, hear till yon, wull ye?”

It was not the voice, after all, but the great soul behind 
that thrilled and compelled. She was seeing, feeling, living what she 
sang, and her voice showed us her heart. The cozy fireside, with 
its bonnie, blithe blink, where no care could abide, but only peace 
and love, was vividly present to her, and as she sang we saw it 
too. When she came to the last verse— 


“When I draw in my stool 
On my cozy hearthstane, 
My heart loups sae licht 

I scarce ken’t for my ain,” 


there was a feeling of tears in the flowing song, and we knew the 
words had brought her a picture of the fireside that would always 
seem empty. I felt the tears in my eyes, and, wondering at myself, 
I cast a stealthy glance at the men about me; and I saw that they, 
too, were looking through their hearts’ windows upon firesides and 
ingle-nooks that gleamed from afar. 

And then she sang “The Auld Hoose,” and Geordie, giving me 
another poke, said, “That’s ma ain sang,’ and when I asked him 
what he meant he whispered fiercely, “Wheesht, mon!” and I did, 
for his face looked dangerous.

He 
conducted me to the chapel and 
told me the order of service. He 
advised me to make no reference 
to the nature of the institution, 
but simply conduct a regular re- 
ligious service. I did so as casual- 
ly and helpfully as I could. As this 
gentleman led me to the front 
door where the superintendent had 
his office, he slipped into my hand 
an envelope. He remarked that 
my sermon was the best and most 
suitable message he had heard any 
visiting minister give to the in- 
mates. He said he had plenty of 
this world’s goods and felt he had 
a right to do what he wanted with 
his own, 


I did not tell the superintendent 
about the gift. I knew I could 
use it. And if the man was 
merely an inmate like the rest, he 
was a man of good judgment 
nevertheless, as his appraisal of 
the sermon indicated! I had a long 
walk from the front door to the 
large gate leading to the street. 
As soon as this Scottish preacher 
got through the gate and out in 
the street he feverishly opened the 
envelope. It contained $10,000! 
There were ten one-thousand dol- 
lar bills carefully placed ini that 
envelope. Alas, friends, and it 
still pains me at this distance to 
recall it, they were not in genuine 
currency. Each bill had been drawn 
on plain paper, with indelible pen- 
cil, with infinite care, In the im- 
paired mind of my friend it was

real money, but unfortunately, in 
the world of reality cutside they 
were Only scraps of paper. 

O man, O woman unsaved, how 
much wiser are you than that man 
when you spend all your time, 
and strength, and best thought, 
gathering together the things of 
this world, not knowing that ma- 
terial possessions will not pass 
for currency in Heaven?

There is no truth what- 
ever in what they imagine. Sane 
people smile at their delusions, 
but it is all tragically real to the 
insane man.

Similarly the unsaved man lives 
and dies in the grip of some 
deadly delusion. Sometimes it is 
a false religion that deludes. Take 
the great unChristian and unscien- 
tific lie called Christian Science.

He was 
held in the delusion that a man 
could be his own saviour. 

“No Hell” is a popular delusion. 
The Hell of the Bible can’t be 
true, some men think. A God of 
love would never send men to a 
place of endless torment, 

A subtle delusion is, ‘“‘ I am un- 
saved, but I will be saved some- 
time before I die.”’ There are thou- 
sands of people hearing the true 
Gospel in churches, listening to

They Cannot Have 

The distress of many insane 
people is very pathic. Always they 
want something impossible to ob- 
tain. It is so with the man who has 
no Christ in his life. “There is no 
peace, saith my God, to the wick- 
ed.” If you have not Christ in 
your heart, my friend, you have 
no peace, God says so. All your 
restlessness, -your dissatisfaction, 
your discontent with yourself, 
your mad pursuit of pleasure, 
your efforts to escape from your- 
self—all show that you have no 
peace. As long as you live for 
this world you will never have 
peace. It is not obtained in that 
direction. Your quest of it there 
is a mark of soul insanity. 


The Most Frequent Cause of 
Insanity Is Heredity 

Mentally impaired parents tend 
to pass on their impairment to 
their children, The unnatural at- 
titude of the unsaved toward God 
is inherited from our first par- 
ent. Impenitence and distrust of 
God is part of the carnal nature 
received from the first Adam, He 
hid from a loving God and his 
children have inheirited this dis- 
position to avoid God and resist 
Him. The carnal mind is enmity 
against God and this mind is ours 
by heredity. 


The Manifestation of Insanity 
Increases With Age 
More adults are insane than 
children. Mental impairment is in- 
creased with the passing of the 
years. How true of the person who 


Christ rejecting attitude is not con- 
firmed in early years. The heart 
is tender, the conscience sensitive, 
the feelings responsive. But as 
God's Spirit is resisted and Christ 
refused, the heart becomes hard- 
ened until the sinner becomes 
rooted in his impenitence, 

What a trumpet call this ought 
to be to those who are yet in 
their youth! Every rejection of 
Christ makes it easier to reject 
Him the next time. Every time you 
say no to God you make it easier 
to say no the next time and hard- 
er to say yes.

They are 
harmless, agreeable people, mild 
cases of mental disorder. Others 
again are wildly mad, They have 
to be kept in a padded cell. They 
cry, and shout, and froth at mouth. 
Raving maniacs, they are violently 
insane, 

So there are varying degrees 
of insanity of soul. Some unsav- 
ed people, while they remain ali- 


enated from God, are yet mild in 
their attitude of rejection. They do 
not curse God, nor hate Chris- 
tians. They may even attend 
church, and at times will listen 
respectfully if spoken to concern- 
ing their spiritual state, Other un- 
saved people are violently insane. 
The infidel and atheist are ex- 
amples. They blaspheme God, they 
oppose the work of Christ, they 
hate Christians, they scoff at the 
church, they ridicule the Bible. 
They become frantic with rage 
if anyone speaks to them about 
their soul’s salvation. Their whole 
attitude proves their soul insan- 
ity and that the words of Scrip- 
ture are true, “Madness is in their 
heart while they live.”

It is related in the life of 
William Hutton that a country 
woman called upon him one day, 
and told him that her husband be- 
haved unkindly to her, and sought 
other company, often passing his 
evenings from home, which made 
her feel very unhappy; and know- 
ing Mr. Hutton to be a wise man, 


she thought he might be able to

tell her how to cure her husband. 

“The remedy is a simple one,” 
said he, “but I have never known 
it to fail. Always treat your hus- 
band with a smile.” 


The woman thanked him and 
went away. In a few months she 
returned with a couple of fine 
fowls, which she asked him to 
accept, saying, with tears of grati- 
tude and joy, that she had follow- 
ed his advice and her husband 
was cured. He no longer sought 
the company of others, but treated 
her with constant love and kind- 
ness. 


In this connection I make brief 
mention of the grace of hospitali- 
ty. Your husband likes to have a 
home and a wife that he is glad 
and proud to show to his friends. 
Cordially welcome those friends, 
and make them feel at home. 
There are limits to the duty of 
hospitality, but it is a duty and 
a grace that every wife should 
cultivate, 


4. You Should Sympathize With 
Your Husband in His Trials, and 
Help Him in His Business. 


He should confide in you, and 
you should invite that confidence, 
and prove yourself worthy of it 
by faithfully keeping his secrets. 
If he finds that he cannot trust 
you, he will naturally withdraw 
his confidence from you. You 
should enter heartily into his 
plans, and understand (as far as 
is reasonable) the details of his 
business. You should give to him, 
on moral questions connected with 
his business, the advice of a true 
woman’s heart, being to him in 
that respect a sort of second con- 
science. 

When he comes home tired and 
hungry, and wanting rest above 
all things, do not bother him with 
the recital of the petty annoy- 
ances of» the household, and do 
not expect him before his hunger 
is satisfied to tell you long stories 
about what he has been doing and 
whom he has seen, Attend to his 
stomach first, and he will soon be 
ready to talk, Relieve him, as far 
as you can, of all thought and 
care about the little details of 
the household. 


If he is a pastor, and has the 
care of a large parish and the bur- 
dens of many stricken hearts to 
bear; if he is a lawyer, and has 
an important case on hand which 
will help or mar his future suc- 
cess; if he is a physician, and has 
a weary round of patients to visit;

battle to fight in order to com- 
pete honestly with unscrupulous 
men; if he is a laboring man, 
working hard -ten hours a day— 
whatever his business, sympathize 
with him in his cares and trials 
and help him on to the highest suc- 
cess in it. 


Disraeli, who was for a time the 
virtual ruler of the British Em- 
pire, Was once going to Parlia- 
ment to make an_é important 
speech. His wife accompanied him 
in the carriage. When the carriage 
door was shut, her hand was 
caught in it. Rather than disturb 
her husband and distract his 
thoughts, she calmly endured the 
pain until the door was opened, 
and still endured it as she sat 
in the gallery, looking down with 
complacent smiles upon her hus- 
band, that she might encourage 
him in his effort. She manifested 
a true womanly tact and wifely 
helpfulness. 


You can help your husband by 
being economical. He may be will- 
ing to indulge you in your desires, 
but you should insist upon it that 
the family expenses be kept within 
the income. It may be annoying 
to move to a smaller house, or 
wear an old bonnet or faded dress, 
or give up the journey you had 
set your heart on. But such an- 
noyances do not begin to com- 
pare with the disgrace of having 
your husband fail in business, or 
run hopelessly in debt, or resort 
to dishonest practices, all because 
of family extravagance. Many men 
are in state prison today for de- 
falcations that can be traced di- 
rectly to the wife’s love of dis- 
play. Their wives ought to share 
their husbands’ imprisonment. I 
repeat that you should insist upon
